Powers Now Fully Alive to the Peril of the Situation, Lord Sal- 


isbury Has Hopes, Even Reinforcements to Tien Tsin May 


Be Defeated, United States Forces for China, Pekin 


Legations Reported Safe, Empress Dowager's Em- 


issary Reported to Have Been Murdered 


VAN COUVER, June 25—Oriental advices 


say that Liu Haiu Shun, the empress dowager's 
secret emissary to Japan, was shot in the abdomen 
as he stepped ashore at Canton. 


The assasm escaped and Liu died later. 
He is a favorite of Li Hung Chang. Ten at- 


tempts were lately made on his life. 


LONDON, June 25~The admiralty has re- 


ceived the following from Rear Admiral Bruce at 
Taku, via Chefoo, the 24th. 


"The total force which left Taku with Seymour 


for Pekin was about 2,000, composed of detach- 
ments from the allied ships. 


"No action can possibly be taken th relieve the 


commander-in-chief because it was only known 
he was cut off by Tien Tsin being invested. 


"Tien Tsin has been fighting for its life ever 


since. 


"It was on the receipt of information that the 


Chinese army had ordered trains for the attacking 
of Tien Tsin were ravaging Tong Ku, reinforcing 
Taku and also mining the mouth of the Pei Ho that 
it was determined to seize Taku. 


"Since then every effort has been made to re- 


neve Tien Tsin. 


"I commanded a small coasting steamer for 


taking troops sick and wounded across the bay to 
Wei-Hai-Wei where we are making a temparary 
base, hospital and asylum for refugees." 


London, June 25—Although the powers have at last come to a consciousness 


of the magnitude of the Chinese Deril and are concerteuly hurrying forces to 
Ttaku, the international troons available to overcome the immediate jjerlls 


of the situation, are apparently, totally inadequate. 


The alarm not only for the safety of Vice Admiral Seymour and his party, 


not mentioned in any dispatches purporting to come from peidn, but also 


for the base at Tien. Tsin, remains unrelieved. 


Almost the only ray of light is the report that Sheng, the director of rail-- 


roads and telegraphs, forwarded by the French consul general at Shanghai, 
to the effect that the legations were safe June 19, and preparing to leave the 
capital with the consent of the Chinese government. 


But the motives of the Chinese officials in keeping the powers appeased by 


reassuring messages is too obvious to allow the unreserved acceptance of tTieir 
statements. 


Tien Tsin is so hard pressed that it must be relieved before assistance can 


be sent to Seymour's force. 


In the absence of the exact date of the last dispatch from Taku and of the 


other messages makes It difficult to connect thei various stories, but some 
dispatches mlgrht be read as indicating even the large force mentioned by 
Admiral Kempff as about to start towards Tien Tsin will meet the same fate 
as the combined American and Russian forces, -which were repulsed June 21. 


India is sending eight batallion of Infantry to guard communications and 


battalions of infantry, a cavalry regiment, artillery and engineers as a fig-h't- 
ins force besides. 


The Associated Press leams that Lord Salisbury is still hopeful the Chinese 


crisis will be solved without waragainst that country as a whole. In 
spite o fthe alarming reports he in dines to the belief that the government 


of China in some satisfactory form will shortly bo able to reassert itself. 


He does not mean to belittle the professions of the various viceroys, who 


have given, notice of their willingness to co-operate with the united forces. 


Without committing himself to a definite view of the future, he appears 


averse to any system of territorial indemnity which, when order is restored, 
might be suggested by the powers who suffered during the uprising.

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BY WRECK AND FIRE 


The Lives of Thirty-Five People 


are Sacrificed in a Bail- 


road Accident 


Macon. Ga., June 25.—There was 4 


heavy loss of life in a wreck Saturday 
night on the Southern railroad. A pas- 
•enger train ran into a washout, 1% 
miles north »f McDonough. Ga., and was 
completely wrecked. The wreck caught 
fire, and the entire train, with the ex- 
ception of the sleeper, was destroyed. 
Every petwon In the tsialn, except the oc- 
cupants of the Pullman car, perished. 
Not a member of the train crew escaped. 
Thirty-five people in all were killed. 


The train left Macon at 7:10 and was 


due In Atlanta at 9:46 Saturday night. 
McDonouglh was reached on time. 
At 


this point connection Is made for Co- 
lumbus, Ga., and here every night the 
Columbus train ts coupled and haulect 
through tt> Atlanta. Saturday night, 
however, for the first time In many 
month's, the Columbu* train was re- 
ported two hours late on account of a 
washout Qfn that branch, and the Macon 
train started on to Atlanta without its 
Columbus connection. 


Camp's creek, which runs Into the 


Ocmulgce, was over ita banks, and its 
waters had spread to all the lowlands 
through which it runs. About a mils 
and a half north of McDonough tha 
•?reek comes somewhat near the^South- 
ern's tracks anx}, running alongside It 
for some distance, finally passes awaM 
under the road by a heavy stone culvert. 
A cloudburst broke over that section of 
the country atxout 6 o'clock Saturday 
night ard presumably shortly after 
dark washed out a section of track 
nearly 100 feet in length. Into this ths 
•wif tly moving- train plunged. 


The storm was still raging and all th« 


car winclows were closed. The passen- 
gers, secure as they thought, and shel- 
tered comfortably from the inclement 
weather, went to death without an in- 
stant's warning. The train, consisting 
of a baggage car, second-class coach, 
llrst-class coach and Pullman sleeper, 
•was knocked into kindling wood bv the 
fall. The wreck caught fire a few min- 
utes after the fall and all the ooachea 
•were burned except the Pullman cat. 


Every person on the train except tha 


occupants of the Pullman car perished 
in the disaster. There was no escape, 
as the heavy Pullman car weighted 
down the others, and the few alive in the 
eleeper were unable to render assistance 
to their fellow passengers. 


For a brief time there was silence. 


Then the occupants of the Pullman oar 
recovered from the bewilderment and 
after hard work managed to get out of 
their car. Flames were seen coming 
from that part of the wreckage not cov- 
ered by the water. As the wreck began 
to go to pieces under the destructive 
work of both flames and flood, human 
todies floated out from the mass and 
were carried down stream by the swift 
current. The storm did n-ot abate in 
fury. Flashes of lightning added to the 
steady glow of the burning train and lit 
up the scene witjj^earful distinctness. 


'Flagman Qulnlan, who was one of the 


first to get out, at once started for the 
nearest telegraph station. Making his 
way as rapidly as possible in the face of 
the blinding storm, he stumbled into the 
telegraph office at McDonough, and af- 
ter telling the operator of the wreck fell 
fainting to the floor. Word was quickly 
sent to both Atlanta and Macon, but no 
assistance was to be had except in the 
latter city, as the interrupted track pre- 
vented the arrival of any train from 
Macon. 


Superintendent Jones of the Southern 


railway said of the affair: 
"It can only 


be explained as one of the inevitable 
acts of Gad. It seems that It was the 
result of a terrific rainstorm or cloud- 
burst, something similar to the one 
Which caused the Johnstown flood."

The 3000 Internationale at Tien Tsln 


were hard pressed and fighting for their 
lives on Thursday, and a relieving force 
of less than 1000 had been beaten back 
to Taku Friday. Observers on the spot 
think that 100,000 men would not be too 
many to grasp China firmly. 


The admiralty has received the follow- 


ing from the British rear admiral at 
Taku: "Che Foo, Jy^ 23.—Only one 
runner has got through from Tien Tain 
(or five days. No Information could be 
obtained except that the foreign settle- 
ment had been almost entirely deBitroyed, 
and that our people were fighting hard. 
News is received as this telegram is dis- 
patched that an attempt to relieve Tlea 
tTfein on June 22 was repulsed, with soma 
loss." 


The telegram also sadd: "The allied 


admirals are working In perfect accord, 
with the Russian vice/admiral as senior 
(Officer." 


A press message from Shan&hai, dated 


yesterday at 4 p. m., embodies some later 
information. It says: "Official Japan- 
ese telegrams confirm the reports cut a 
defeat of the allied forces at Tien Tsln. 
The foreigners there are now placed in a 
moist desperate situation. The Russian 
admiral, Hillebrandt, yesterday sent a 
mixed force of 4000 from Taku to at- 
tempt the relief of Tien Tsin, Nearly 
half of the force consisted of Japanese. 
The remainder was made up of contain* 
gents representing the other nations. 


"The bombardmeat of Tien Tsln con- 


tinued Friday. 
Bomb shelters wera 


hastily erected by the foreign troops, 
largely constructed of wetted piece 
goods. The food supplies are Insuf- 
ficient, and the continued shelMng is re- 
ported to be> telling terrlbfly. Among 
those killed of the relief force Friday 
•was the common der of H. M. S. Barfleur. 
The foreign casualties were 300. 


"Japan is making- every effort. Her 


itroops are now arriving ait Taku in large 
numbers. The Chinese troops in the 
province of Chi Li Include 60,000 aux- 
iliaries, who have been drilled by Rus- 
sian and German officers." 


It was reported from Shanghai last 


evening that the allied forces had'blown 
tup the Taku forts, and that every avail-, 
able man had been sent to the relief of 
Tien Tsin. Two thousand three hundred 
Chinese bodies are alleged to have been, 
cremated at Taku, and upwards of 4000 
Chinese are said to have been killed at 
Tien Tsin.

portions of the city, including- the foreign 
petttement, were aflame when the man- 
darin left. He could tell me nothing as 
to the fate of the foreigners, nor much as 
to the general situation, but he had heard 
that the empress dowagfer was prepar- 
ing to gio to the province of Shan Si." 


A Che Foo dispatch to The Daily Mail, 


dated yesterday, says: "The attack or. 
the Tien Tsin relief force was made by 
20,000 Chinese, using machine guns and 
modern field pieces. The allies were wise 
in retreating. Forwardiing detachments 
in this manner is suicidal, and the de- 
feats of the foreigners, even though in 
small force, greatly aids the movement 
of the Boxers, which is gaining enor- 
mously through the inability of the 
foreigners to make headway against it. 
Practically the whole of northern China 
Is ablaze. Hostilities are now conducted 
on an extended scale, due to direct or- 
ders from Pekin. General Yann Shi 
Kal, governor of Shan Tung, commands)

Artificial Cream. 


A cooking teacher tells of a manufac- 


tured cream that is worth knowing 
about in emergencies, when the real 
article is not to be had. It is made from 
the whites of two eggs, beaten stiff, 
with a tablespoon!ul of sngar and en tea- 
spoonful of cornstarch. Half a cnp of 
cold milk is added by degrees and all 
beaten together very stiff. A cup of 
milk is heated over the fire, with a 
small butter ball melted in it. This is 
allowed to come jnst to the boiling 
point, when it is removed to a cooler 
part of the stove and the beaten egg 
mixture added. When it has all thick- 
ened very slightly to about the consist- 
ency of thick cream, it is taken off and 
strained and cooled. This may be used 
as cream for serving with fresh or pre- 
served fruits, but it is needless to add 
it will not whip.—New York Post

This afternoon. Alexander Grant and David King, both of Clarksburg-, 


•were taken into custody under warrants charging them with the killing of 
Henry F. Reed and Blanch M. Reed in their home on Webster's lane ,off 
Holden street, in the very early hours of the morning of August, 7, 1S97. 


The men were arrested at the close of today's session of the inquest, at 


which they were witnesses and at which District Attorney 
Gardner 
was 


present. 


King was taken into custody by Detective Dunham at the close of the 


sSBKon of the inquest, without being permitted to leave the court room 
building. 


Grant was arrested later. He had been allowed to go after he had testi- 


fied and officers were sent to apprehend him. 


Officers were sent to the house of the man to practically take possession of 


it. It will be thoroughly researched. 


A physician and trained nurse were sent to care for Mrs. Grant if needed 


as she is in a condition makin g nervous tension dangerous. 


The serving of warrants, were of course, under the direction of Detective 


Dunham, who has worked indefatig- 
ably on the case for a.few months. Mr. 
Dunham has been in constant com- 
munication with the attorney general's 
office and has worked in complete har- 
mony with the advice of the office. 
During the short time he -has been on 
the case, ably assisted by M. E. Couch, 
he has accomplished more than all the 
other officers' combined. He is a vet- 
eran at the work of criminal hunting 
and has a high record among detec- 
tives, 


SKETCH OF MEN 


l WHO ARE ARRESTED 


Alexander Grant and David King are 


both natives of Scotland. They have 
lived in this country nine or 30 years. 


, Grant came to this country about 9 
\ years ago a.nd landed in Ne wTork 
f city. He was then married. His wife, 
' Margarete Grant, 
testifies to their 


/ being married 17 years ago. Grant went 


to Newport, R. I., immediately on his 
arrival in this country and there met 
King. King is a gardener by trade and 
Grant is a baker. Kirs, was employed 
at his trade in Newport and Grant 
soon .iound employment at his trade 
also there. 


A remarkable friendship developed 


between the men and since that time 
King and Grant had never lived apart 
and hardly have been apart unless 
when the men were at their respective 
employments. This peculiar intimacy 
was noticed at Newport, where King 
had many friends and was generally 
liked while Grant was not so popular. 
It has been noticed far more since they 
carne to live in this section. They 
came here about four years ago and 
have lived here ever since. King be- 
came an unusually close companion of 
Grant, and in fact Grant is repre- 
sented as looking after King as if 
King was not a responsible party. This 
is attributed to a masterful influence 
that Grant has exercised over King. 
There is evidence to support the state- 
ment that King has submitted in every 
thing to Grant, even to handing him 
over his pay as if he were a minor or 
a child. King worked at the Arnold 
print works and turned in his money 
to the common family treasury. On 
Srant's farm he worked willingly and 
Uncomplainingly without pay. This re- 
markable transforma.'tiatn 
in King's 


character or habit is not understood 
' by those who knew him in Rhode 
Island. There he was wel dressed, po- 
lite and very 
companionable 
man. 


/Here he showed the untrnost indiffer- 
ence to dress and narrowed down to the 
/association with Grant as a sole com- 


> panion. 


Not HU True Name 


Alexander Grant is not the man's 


(real name. It is the name that he 
has been known by ever since he 
came to this country. For a time, and 
.recently, lie has been known to write 
/ his name Alexander K. Grant. Grant's 
^real name ia Keith That is his fa- 
ther's name and the discovery of this 
/*act makes a striking story. The dis- 
jcoveTy w«s made by Mark E. Couch, 


who (has been most active in the 
work of atempting- to solve the Reed 


/ mystery.

Grant'* ReionrcefnlncM

.granted. Then, Grant told a very plau- 
alble story and one that proves his 
(Inventive ability If he originated it 
^fthen and there.

Carried and that the 'name of her 
**cond husband was Grant. The name 
V>f bar first husband was Keith. Hesaid 
fce was the aon « the first husband. 
Til* fater dying while he was very 
•§roung and hie mother marrying Grant 


soon after resulted in his being known" 
by the name of Grant and generally 
going under that name, though Keith 
was his real name. Since that court 
incident Grant has signed himself as 
Alexander K. Grant, 


His mother's Statement 


There is what is believed to be suf- 


ficient proof that Grant testified to a 
lie when he told this story on the 
witness stand 
The men who were 


then interested in his life and charac- 
ter found the name and addresses of 
hia mother and wrote to her in her 
home in Scotland. A reply was re- 
ceived and this reply as well as other 
letters are in the possession of the of- 
ficers. 


The reply distinctly states that the 


woman was never married but once 
and that the name of her husband is 
Keith and that her husband is yet 
alive, that he is the father of her son 
Alexander, the man who is known here 
as Alxander Grant and the man who 
married the woman who is now known 
to the people of Clarksburg as Mrs. 
Alexander Grant. 


The officers believe they can assign 


a cause sufficient for Grant's change 
of name. 


An Unrecorded Mortgage 


On June 22, 1897, Grant bought his 


farm in Clarksburg, the place on which 
he has lived since that time, from 
Henry F. Reed, the man who was mur- 
dered. It was bought by Reed a few 
days before for about $800 and was 
sold to Grant for something near to 
$1300, showing the way in which Reed 
made his money in close trading. The 
farm was heavily mortgaged, and a 
peculiar fact relative to this devel- 
oped after the muredr of Reed. The 
mortgage had not been recorded and it 
was not ofund for sometime. Then it 
was found that it was in the posses- 
sion of the register of deeds. Reed had 
it sent to him to be recorded, just when 
nobody knows, but when it was sent 
the fee for recording did ont accom- 
pany it and it was not recorded. 


There had ben some talk between 


Reed and Grant about trading farms, 
Grant thinking that he might trade 
with Reed for the 
O'Connel 
farm, 


which Reed was buying at the time he 
was murdered. 


It is quite likely that it was this 


talk with Reed that led him to send 
the mortgage on the Grant place to be 
recorded and it was probably sent a 
day or two before his death. 


Important use may be made of this 


fact by the officers, the fact that there 
was an unrecorded mortgage to the 
probable knowledge of Grant. 


Knew Heed Intimately 


Alexander Grant and David King 


knew Henry F. Reed intimately. For 
a long time they had dealings of one 
kind and another with the man. At, 
the time of the murder of the Reeds 
Grant was working at his trade as a 
baker in the bakery that was located 
on Marshall street. King was then em- 
ployed at the Arnold print works. 


The men drove down to their work 


from Clarksburg every day and kept 
their horse in the city so that they 
could drive home in the evening. Their 
horse was stabled in Reed's stable, 
close to the house on Reed's lane. 
Grant and King were always 
very 


regular in coming to their work and 
they came to the city and put up their 
horse in the Reed stable as usual the 
morning that the 
muredr of the 


Reed's was discovered. 


So far as has been learned Grant was 


the first man on the premises that 
morning, thers to put up his horse up, 
and he lefi the place without discover- 
ing 
that Reed and his sister 
were 


lying dead in the house. 


Grant put his horse in the barn as 


usual and went to his work. His fa- 
miliarity with the premises did not 
lead him to see that anything was 
wrong or to make any investigation. 


WHAT THE OFFICERS 


AT PRESENT BELIEVE 


At the present moment the opinion of 


the officers is that the main motive for 
committing the crime was 
robbery. 


This motive may have been assisted by 
a desire for revenge or by some other 
similar desire. 


It is believed that two persons were 


concerned in the crime. 


It is believed that the persons who 


committed the crime were very In- 
timate with Reed and had acess to the 
premises. 


It is believed that the crime was com- 


mitted 
by perosns who knew 
tho 


premises intimately, the habits of tho 
Reeds and the manner of getting to 
the rooms occupied by the persons who 
were murdered. 


It is believed that the persona who 


committed the crime came to the prem- 
ises without instruments to do their 
bloody work and found all the instru- 
ments on the premises. 


It is believed that money, watches 


and Jewelry were stolen from the.home 


f of the Reeds the night of the murder. 


It is believed that the murderer or 


murderers returned to the house the 
next morning and covered the body of 
Reed with the many coverings and put 
the pillow over the face. 


It is belived that the persons who 


committed the crime were on the 
premises that night, with a horse, that 
their presence there was not unexpect- 
td to Reed nor unknown or disturbing 
to him and that they drove away with 
that horse immediately after the crime 
was committed. 


Reasons for Belief 


The belief in all these things is sup- 


ported by many facts and much proof 
that the officers have collected. 


Reed was sure to have a large roll 


of bills in his possession the evening 
of his last day alive. The fact that he 
wanted to borrow some money does not 
disprove this, for he often borrowed 
srnal sums to meet small demands 
while he held large sums to 
meet 


larger demands. Besides it is known 
that he was buying the O'Connell farm 
and had stated he was going the next 
day to finish the bargain. 
However, 


he was seen with a large roll of bills 
the evening before, and the bills were 
not found upon the premiss after the 
crime nor have they been traced since. 
The inference is that they were stolen 
by the murderer. 


Watches and money Stolen 


"Watches were taken, for some rare 


ones described by persons who knew 
them to be in Reed's possession, were 
not found when the- ^remises 
were 


searched, and a bureau drawer in 
which he kept them was found open 
and partially emptied. 


A duty of the officers will be to lo- 


cate this money and these watches, 
concerning which they nave some im- 
portant information. 


Two Persons Did It 


That there were two persons con- 


cerned in the crime is proven by the 
fact that the two persons were seen 
coming from the house at the time 
it is known the crime to have been 
committeed and from Informing facts 
gathered from tho premises. One man 
slaughtered Reed,- it is believed, while 
another went up stairs to the room of 
Reed's sister and shot her. 


Found Their Tools Tliera 


The criminals knew the premises well 
and brought no instruments with 
which to do the killing. The mallet 
that was used to kill Reed is a mallet 
that was used in ttie barn and the pis- 
tol used, to kill the woman was Reed's 
own pistol. The mallet always remain- 
ed in the barn, and it was probably 
brought from there by the murderer, 
who had just taken a dose of whiskey 
to help his nerve, for the next morn- 
ing an empty whiskey bottle was found 
in the barn. The mallet was used on. 
Reed's head three or four times, 
smashing his skull and undoubtedly 
first striking; him as he was in the 
act of getting- out of bed, for the limbs 
were composed indicating this, there 
was a blow on the head which could 
ot have been delivered had the head 
not been raised from the pillow, a 
hand clutchd the bedclothes and there 
was a look of horror on the face. 


Gncst Became Murderer 


Reed, evidently, was surprised by his 


murderer who had gotten to the bed- 
side without making noise enough to 
arouse him. That they would get there 
without his having given them permis- 
sion to be in the premises is disputed 
by all the facts collected. Everything 
points to the conclusion that the men 
were expected by Reed, that the back 
door was letf open for them when 
Reed went to bed so that they might 
get the kiy to the barn which hung 
upon a nail inside the house near to 
this door, and that in this way the 
murderers got into the house and to 
Reed's bedside without arousing him. 
It can be proven that he stated he ex- 
pected visitors that night. His visitors 
turned out to be the murderer of him- 
self and his sister. 


Know Where Hi* Plutol Was 


They must have been intimates who 


were given the privilege of coming to 
the house so late and putting up a 
'vi-se in the barn—a neighbor saw the 


.TO go away—and they must have 
11 well informed as to Reed's habits, 


i- on the killing of Reed and 
the 


making of the noise which caused the 
sister up stairs to move, Reed's pistol 
was taken from under his pillow, and 
the man armed with it found his way 
through the disorderly house to the 
small hidden stairway and up to the 
door of Miss Reed's room in time to 
meet her at the very door of her room. 
Four bullets were fired into her, the 
pistol being so close to her at times 
that ths powder darkened th» flesh. It 
was certainly Reed's pistol that was 
used, for the bullets were of an old 
rrake, identical \^J£h one found In a 
drawer In the house and the like of 
which had not been on sale for years. 
The pistol woe carried away and has | 
not bean fopnd, but tho mallet wa» left' 


on the piano stool at Reed's bed room 
door. 


The shots were heard. 
One of the men drove out of the lane 


just at the time the shots were heard 
and the other followed on foot. 


The horse "whinnered" when leav- 


ing the lane, showing h« was- leaving a 
s'ablt; companion. 


DID MURDERER RETURN 


THE NEXT MORNING ? 


Did the murderer return in the morn- 


ing? It is reasoned that a man com- 
mitting the crime of murder in so 
tnickly settled a district would not de- 
lay long upon fear of discovery, and 
that to take the time to cover the Reed 
with the bed clothes and put a pillow 
over the face, particularly after a re- 
volver had been fired four times, is 
more than a man of ordinary sense 
and caution would delay to do. Then 
it is known the front door to the house 
was seen in two positions before the 
crime was discovered. 


Grant Was First There 


Grant has sworn that when he n<- 


rived on the premises- with his horse 
in the very early morning, to put tho 
animal in the barn and go to his work 


1 as usual, that both the front and back 


doors were open and that he saw 
straight through them and through th° 
kitchen. 


The ba-r, Fuller, the milkman's son, 


came later and found the door closed. 


The door is so hung that 
it will 


swing op'in but will not swing to, s:> 
it is infoired that it was closed to 
shut oft' tr.c- view from the lane *.y 
someone •« ho had entered tho house 
from the time of the arrival of Fuller. 


The deduction is that s-omeone, whose 


presence on the premises would not be 
considered strange, did enter the house 
between these times, cover Reed's 
body and see that no tell-tale traces- 
were left behind. 


THE CASE THAUHE 


OFFICERS MUST NOW PROVE 


It is not a news-paper's function to 


anticipate the commonwealth's! case, 
particularly in capital crimes, nor is 
it its function to prove men either 
innocent or guilty. But just at pres- 
ent it may be well and proper to make 
a few statements by way of helping 
the public to intelligently follow the 
movements in this Reed murder case. 


Must Have Known Kecd 


From the facts and conclusions al- 


ready narrated it ia clear that the of- 
ficials must find two men so situated 
as to enjoy each other's confidence 
to the full, two men who knew Reed 
and Reed's premises, two men who 
had access to these premises, two men 
who were on the premises at the time 
of the crime was committed, two men 
having in their possession some of the 
goods or money supposed to be stolen 
.from Reed's premises the night of the 
murder and two men who would be like 
ly to return to the premises the next 
morning. 


Mu*t Have Known the Premise* 
Of Bourse it is far fom enough to find 


two men who are close friends and 
ohumsi, who knew Reea well, knew his 
premises weft and such persons as 
Reed was likely to permit to come to 
his home and use his barn while he felt 
it safe to go to bed. 


Tracing: to tho Home 


The two men must be traced to the 


house that evening about the time of 
the murder and they must be located 
coming away or going home at an 
hour soon after the commission of the 
crime. It would be well for the com- 
monwealth's case if some of Reed's 
property could be traced to them, and 
it would materially 
strengthen the 


case of the men denlfcd being near the 
premises on Oiat night, located them- 
selves all the evening and night at a 
place where the officers could prove 
they ware not, and told many con- 
flicting; stortes. 


!• O nicer*' Line or Work 


Such would naturaly be the 
lines 


along which the commonwealth would 
move in the case, such lines there Is 
sufficient reason to believe they are 
moving along and along such lines 
the officers, it can be stated, are quite 
confident of pushing: the case to a suc- 
cessful fesue. 


Attorney General Direct* It 


It must be remembered that Attor- 


ney-General 
Knowlton 
io advising 


every step now being taken in the case 
and that so competent a prosecuting 
officer never acts rashly. In a case so 
baffling as this one has been It is ex- 
pected that he sees clearly ahead. 


STORY OF CRIME 


AND ITS DISCOVERY 


Henry M. Reed nnd 
his slater, 


Blanche M. Reed, wero murderd in 


04 R^w?? laqn . 


street on the morning- of August 7, 
1897. 
Their bodies wera discovered 


about 11 o'clock of the same day. The 
first jiart of the discovery wa3 made 
by n. W. Tenney, who had had bus- 
ines dealings with the rfiurdered man. 
Mjr. Tenney had had some moaw 
transaction with Reed the day before. 
Friday, and he came over to the Reed 
house Saturday forenoon to give Reed 
some money, to "lend him, a small sum 
as Reed had told him the night be- 
fore that he needed it. This kind of 
mutual helping hftd gone on between 
Mr. Tennes and Reed for years. 


Mr. Tenney got no response to his 


knocking when he avtemrited to at- 
tract the attention of the Reeds that 
forenoon and he went to the home 
of David Fairfield, a neighbor of thft 
Reeds, who knew them well. Mr. Fair- 
field said that he had not seen any of 
the Reeds that niornius'and ho -\\ont 
over to the Reed house with Mr. Ten- 
ney. 


Finding of tho Bodle* 


When thoy went into the house- thev 


saw Reed on, the bed in the bedroom 
which is off tYii> kitchen, and at first 
thought that the man was still usle«j. 


They went over to the bed and dis- 


covered that Reod was 
dead. 
11 r. 


Pairlield remained in the house unil 
Mr. Tenney run out to summon the of- 
ficers and met Officer Jones, n<nv Can- 
tain Jones, who went to the Kec-d hous> 
at once and \vas the first officer to 
reach that, iilace. 
Officer Jones saw 


that Reed had been murdered and th'-' 
first thing that he did was to so 
up stairs to \vhere Miss Reed's room 
was, 
and there ho found the body at 


the bed room door. She was a hor- 
rible sight In her 
blood, lying- 
face 


clown her head and arms hall' hidden 
in crimson clots. 


A g-e-neral alarm was soon out and 


all the police and half the townspeo- 
ple were soon on the spot The Reed 
house was soon overflowed by curious 
people and the whole premise were 
as thickly covered with people as it 
was possible for thorn to be. Trees on 
the premises were broken flown by the 
more adventurous, who climbed them 
and bore them down in an attempt io 
get a better point of vantage. 


Disorder Everywhere 


There was nothing but chaos inside 


the house. It was as disorderly as it 
is possible for a house to be, and the 
articles that it contained were about 
as numerous as were ever collected 


• , 11 -urin It 
thnn. '!'h; 
fnrnrn-i.s- 


ed all kinds of household furniture, 
musical instruments, agricultural in- 
struments, jewelry and most every 
kind of a tool that is used in all the 
trades. This is accounted for by the 
money lending business that Reed had 
followed. 
The floors wer not to be 


seen unless in strips of paths that 
had been with difficulty kept clear to 
permit access to the i-uoms in which 
Reed and his sister ate and slept. Dis- 
order reigned both outside and inside. 


Heed Covered Up 


Reed was on his bed, covered with 


five bed spreads and blankets though 
i<" was warm weather and his head was 
covered with a pillow. Miss Reed had 
a light skirt on her and one article of 
underclothing. Her bed was a mass of 
disorder. She had not slept in it as 
people are accustomed to use a bed. 
She had had lain down across it with 
no covering but the few shreds that 
she wore. The bed had not been made 
up, and the only thing xo indicate that 
it had been occupied by a human being 
or other "being was the hollow made by 
the weight of smoe body that had lain 
upon it. 


OFFICERS TAKE HOLO 


AND REWARD OFFERED 


Following the discovery of the mur- 


ders the local police officer took charge 
of the premises in a way and the dis- 
trict polic"? was called upon to help 
unravel the mystery, for soon it was 
found that the murder of the Reeds 
was a mystery and one of the densest 
that had occupied the wits of Massa- 
chusetts cffcers. For weeks the city 
was alive with rushing state police, 
deputy sheriffs and local police officers 
Every man that had had the slightest 
dealings v;?th the murdered man was 
investigated and dozens of people were 
dragged to give testimony at the in- 
quest, which was opened under Justice 
"Woodhead and whose repeated sessions 
have managed to keep the people of 
this city talking for almost three years. 


A. C. Houghton, who was then 


mayor, offered, personally, a reward of 
$500 for information leading to the de- 
tection and conviction of the criminal 
and later the city council held a spec- 
ial meting and offered 
a reward of 


$1000 for information leading to the de- 
tection and conviction of the mur- 
derer or murderers of Henry F. and 
Blanche M. Reed. 


Gave Vv the Problem 


But the state officers went home and 


the local officers gave up the problem 
and the people of the city and state 
sttled down in company with the con- 
viction that the murderer of the Reeds 
would never be apprehended. 


A PINKERTON MAN, 


COUCH AND DUNHAM 


"WHen everything had c?ied so far as 


the public was conc°rn^rt nn'l even so 
fnr as the officers were concerned, the 
services of Detective Sav'lV, one of 
the best Pinkerton men, were engaged 
This detective worked >.n -he case- for

committed it. 


When Conch Began 


The case was in this shape when 


Mark E. Couch began taking interest 
in it. He was absent from the city 
when the crime was committed and 
was not present when the investigation 
began. He began an investigation in- 
dependently and the district attorney 
authorized the holding of sessions of 
the inquest at which Mr. Couch ex- 
amined witnesses for the common- 
wealth. Mr. Couch has been indefat- 
igable in the investigation since. He 
accumulated such testimony and de- 
duced such a theory as led the district 
attorney to send the case to tho office 
pf tho attoi'nay. gpnaral, Tho attomcvi 


general thought the case as presented 
to him warranted a careful looking in- 
to, and with that end Detective Dun- 
ham wag sent to thu city and has been 
busily employed c.i the case ever since.

rested because there are weighty cir- 
cumstances which direct, at least, 
•trong suspicion upon them. 
These 


circumstances are such that ignoring 
them would be criminal. Society must 
be protected and that it may be pro- 
tected crime must be punished no mat- 
ter what may be the cost to the pub- 
lic treasury or the sacrifice the crim- 
nal or his people. Therefore, when 
there is a chain of 
circumstances 


which encircle one or two men and 
connect them with a crime for more 
than it is possible to connect any other 
persons it becomes the bounden duty 
of the officers who administer the law 
to proceed as the law provides. Every 
safeguard is thrown around the men 
arrested 
in Massachusetts charged 


with the crime -of murder. Massachu- 
setts courts are fair, Massachusetts 
juries are slow to convict and the 
prisoner may have provided for him at 
public expense competent counsel to 
defend him. There is little chance, 
then, of the innocent being found 
guilty; There is far more chance, and 
it far more frequently happens, of the 
guilty being acquitted. But all this 
aside. It is the duty of the officers to 
proceed when there are reasonable 
grounds and it is the duty of the pub- 
lic and those who take a part in in- 
forming the public to reserve judgment 
and not to lend to facts by any manip- 
ulation more or less weight than they 
should have.

The 
man who ia taken, for King loungins 
on the Reed premises is a man who has 
his hat pulled down over his eyes and 
has his coat collar turned up. He is 
seen there by a woman who called late 
in the evening- to negotiate a small 
loan from Reed. The woman had been 
a visitor to. the Reed house and knew 
the premises well. 
Sh£ is a woman 


who dislikes to have her business 
known to anybody and when she ar- 
rived at the Reed house she heard 
talk inside, knew by that that strang- 
ers were in the house, and she turned 
and went away. 
But before going 


away she noticed the man with the 
hat down and the coat collar up. The 
man when observed moved back into a 
thick bunch of corn that was growing 
close to the corner of the Reed house. 
This woman returned to the Reed 
house that evening- r,nd had the talk 
with Reed that she had started out ear- 
lier to have with him. Reed came out 
of the house to see her and talked with 
her out in the yard. Reed wasi then 
in his shirt sleeves and looked as if he 
were preparing to go to bed. 


Woman Points Him Ont 


Months afterward, without knowing 


that Grant and King were si*pected, 
so far as the officers know, this woman 
was taken to the room in the Arnold 
print works by Detective Seville, a 
Pinkerton man, and pointed out King 
as the man she saw on the Reed prem- 
ises that night with the coat collar up 
and the hat turned down. She picked 
King out from among all the men in 
the room. She said in quite a loud 
voice "That is him" and was overheard 
by King and others it is believed. 


In a short time afterwards a card 


telling her that if she did not keep her 
mouth shut she would be served as 
Blanch Reed was served was found 
pushed in under her door where she 
lived on State street. The inscription 
on the card was made by cutting let- 
ters from a newspaper and putting them 
together so that they spelled the words 
that were wanted. Overseer Mclntyre 
who saw the woman identify King, also 
received a threatening document. 


Now it must be here said that the 


woman does not swear that she is sure 
beyond doubt that King is the man 
that she saw on the -premises, but she 
testifies quite positively that he is. 


The Man and Horse 


About 11 o'clock a man drives into 


the Reed yard with a single team and 
makes no secret of his coming. He 
pulls up at tbe Reed shed and calls 
loudly to his horse in stopping. He 
has a lantern with him, which is clear- 
ly seen by its light The witnesses who 
saw this thought nothing of it asi it was 
customary for men to be driving on 
and off the Reed premises at all hours 
of the night and so no watch was kept 
on the man's movements. But in all 
their search the officers have not been 
able to find a man who admits having 
driven to the Reed house so late that 
night. 


Who this man was must bei found out 


by other means than eye witnesses, 
probably, and it is well to leave him 
just here at present and return to him 
later in the story.

Tbe Shooting Heard 


About 1 o'clock pistol shots were 


heard by men who were on Holden and 
River streets. 
These were the shots 


that killed Miss Reed and the hearing 
of them fix the actual time of the mur- 
der. There were no other shots fired 
in the vicinity so far as can be learned 
•and the shots heard must have been the 
shots in the Reed house. 


The Horse Driven Ont 


Very shortly after the firing of the 


shots a man drove out of the yard and 
turned 4n the direction of River street, 
going at a very rapid speed. Following 
him out of the Reed lane was a man on 
foot, going away from the premises 
quickly. 


Grant and King Driving Home 


This was about 1 o'clock or just after 


the hour of 1 »' clock, and Grant and 
King were seen driving rapidly up 
Houghton street about 1.20 o'clock or 
thereabouts. They were seen by a man 
who knows them well and who had got 
out of his bed just as the team came 
opposite his house Grant and King have 
been in the habit of calling on him 
and the wagon in which were the two 
men pulled up in front of the witnesses' 
home ana? he thought that Grant and 
King were going to make a very lato 
call. He did not want them to call, 
wondering if they were under the in- 
fluence of drink and governed himself 
accordingly, not lighting a lamp. Evi- 
dently the men pulled up the team re- 
considered the intention of stopping 
and almost instantly started up the 
horse again, driving rapidly up the hill. 


The man who saw them stop acted on 


the evidence of his eyes that the men 
were Grant and King and that he did 
not want them to stop. He had gotten 
out of bed at that early hour for a 
definite purpose and did not want to be 
detained. 


He heard the voices of the men aThd 


recognized them. 


Prisoner'* story Contradicted 


In contradiction of the story of Grant 


and King, told repeatedly on the wit- 
ness stand, there is this story of the 
tracing of the men, going to prove that 
they were not home that night as they 
said they were and connecting the 
movements of Grant and King quite 
closely with the incidents of the mur- 
derer the Reeds. 


From the officers' story they were the 


last persons 'ojj the premises and wore 
#een driving home rapidly at on hour 


that closely corresponds with the time 
thai the criminals must have left the 
Heed premises. 


Ciraut Flnt to Arrlv* 


The next morning Grant was the first 


person on the Reed premises. He came 
with his- horse as usual. He claims to 
have gotten there by 6 o'clock by the, 
print works and to have remained but 
a short time on the premises. The offi- 
cers say that he was there over an 
hour and that he was seen there as 
late as 7 o'clock. 
According to his 


o\\n story he did nothing but put his 
horse in the barn as usual and go away, 
The officers say that it was about this 
time in the morning that the murderer 
returned, covered up the body of Reed 
and took away from the premises any- 
thing that he thought would be dam- 
aging to him if found. 


Return* Two Bags 


Grant returned to the officers two 


bags that he took from the premises 
that morning but nothing more. 


When Grant arrived he found the 


front door open and saw through it 
and through the back door to the rear 
poreh. When the milkman arrived he 
found the front door shut. 


Someone had entered the house be- 


tween the time Grant arrived on the 
premises and the time of the arrival 
of the milkman and had closed the door 
that Grant swear he saw open. That 
person has never come forward to tell 
the story of the entering of the house 
and the closing of the door and no one 
has ever said that he was on the 
premises at the time that it was done. 


Grant Needs Whliky 


Grant went to his work as usual. He 


was then employed in the bakery on 
Center street He saw a man pass 
the shop, a man with whom he had not 
been in good terms and he surprised 
this man by calling to him. The man 
answered Grant and went into the bake 
shop to him. Then, Grant talked in a 
conciliatory way to the mail and de- 
clared that he was not well that morn- 
ing- and nervous. He u.dked the man 
to go out and get some whiskey and 
the man did it and had a drink witjj 
Grant. 


Grant was so nervous that he let 


some of his work fall. 


Afraid and Had His Horse There 
Later in the day Grajit is located on 


the street near his place of work and 
at the time *iat the murder of the 
Reeds had been discovered. He is told 
by a man that the Reeds had been 
murdered during the night and he re- 
plies to him that he has heard of it and 
that he is afraid that he will be con- 
nected with the crim, as he kept hia 
horse in the Reed barn, and then he 
said that he took his horse out of the 
barn at 12 o'clock and that everything 
was all right then. It was not then 12 
o'clock, noon, of Saturday, and Grant 
must have meant 12 o'clock the night 
before. Besides at the time that he 
was talking to the man his horse was 
then in the barn and was not taken 
out until some time later and by King. 


King Make* Adimsslou 


Supporting then this statement rela- 


tive to Grant's horse being in the Reed 
barn the night before until midnight 
at least, and so connecting Grant and 
King with the crime, is the statement 
of King made to several that they were 
on the premises that night iate, as late 
as 11 o'clock, and that everything was 
all right then. 
This statement was 


made to a man in the Reed yard among 
the crowd that had gathered after the 
murder was discovered. 


Thelr Storlen Not Alike 


These are the main incidents relative 


to the movements of the men as discov- 
ered by the officers. There is no end 
of incident connected with the case, 
much that is interesting- and. some of 
it that is damaging to the prisoner. 
The men have stoutly adhered to their 
story that they were at home that 
night, but have ardly ever old two 
stories that are unlike. For instance, 
Grant at first said he noticed nothing 
unusual about the premises. Then he 
came forward and said that he at (Rice 
saw that there had been a horse in the 
barn from the evidence that was in the 
stall next to the one occupiecl by Reed's 
horse. Then it is claimed that he told 
stories that had no basis of fact, one 
of which is that the halter in the stall 
was knotted uo to shorten it "to fit a 
smaller horse than Grant's, which gen- 
erally occupied that stall. 
There is 


testimony to prove the halter was not 
knotted. Much like this mteht be told. 


Anilou* to Convict Another 


Grant was very anxious to have the 


murderer brought to justice and had 
strong suspicion of a certain man. He 
communicated all his suspicions to 
those who were working on. the case 
and did everything- that he could to 
find evidence aguinst the man whom 
he suspected. He was allowed to play 
amateur Detective so that he mij*ht be 
the better observed and that the work- 
ing of his mind might be watched. It 
ia said that this was a valuable aid in 
discovering the testimony that the of- 
ficers based arrests on. 


Prl«oner» Expected m.on«y 


As has been already told Grant 


nought his farm from Reed and it is 
heavily mortgaged. After the murder 
of the Reeds Grant and King went to 
the Co-operative bank and wanted to 
arrange for a large loan to take up the 
nortgage. They desired to have the 
Arrangements so made that they could 
;>%y the loan in a lump sum at an early 
date, saying that they expected some 
money soon. The fact that they made 
his offer was disclosed and the nego- 
tiations stopped. 


Ever since they have been very poor 


and when they were arrested King had 
not enough, shoe leather on him to 
caver his feet 


The officers believe that a l.".rge sum 


of money was taken from the Reed 
house the ni<rht of the nvurer. R~eed 
wag seen to have money in his posses- 
sion and it was known that he was sro- 
ing to close a deal for a, farm the next 
day. 


The Stolen Watches 


It Is also believed tha.£ some watches 


were stolen from the Reed house the 
night of the murder. Tne upper draw- 
er of the bureau in Reed's room was 
open and had the appearance of some- 
one reaching into it and taking out a 
lot of its contents from its center. 


Bearing upon this the officers- say 


that there is a witness \yho will testifv 
that he saw watches in the Grant home 
within a year after the Reed murder, 
and that there was quife a number Of 
them. 


Haw WateJie* at Grant's 


Further, they claim to be able to 


show that the description of some of 
the watches seen in the Grant house 
tallies exactly with the descriotlon of 
the watches scon in the Reed house na 
given by a x>erson who had seen and 
udra^ptd tliciu. 


So far as Is known the officers have 


not been able to find* any of the Reed 
property on the Grant, premises or in 
the Grant possession. 


Some Threatening Letter* 


While Grant was playing detective he 


claimed to have received a threatening 
letter and King received one. 
This 


was about the time that the woman, 
already 
referred 
to, 
received 
the 


"printed" card and about the time the 
Mclntyre received the threatening- let- 
tr. Grant did not produce the letter 
that he claimed to have received, but 
the King letter and the others were 
obtained %y the officers. 
There was 


something suspicious about these let- 
ters and the Grant stories and later 
some of King's handwriting was ob- 
tained and a comparison of the writing 
of the threatening letters and 
the 


known writing of Kins' was made. Th"is 
oampar-iison' led the investigator to 
think that the threatening letters and 
the Kins writing were produced by 
the same person. 


Examined by lUollitenx F.xports 


The letters and the handwriting of 


King were submitted to a handwriting 
expert who had figured in the Molineux 
case, and he, on examination, pro- 
nounced the writings to be the work 
of the same person. 


On this the officers base the belief 


that the men were engaged in writing 
letters to themselves to divert sus- 
picion and to others to make them 
keep silent for fear of their lives. 


Grant and King, though on the prem- 


ises after the discovery of the murder 
and when many people were going- into 
the Reed house did not make any at- 
tempt to go in the house to see the 
bodies of their friends fir learn how 
their friends had come to their death. 


A bloody shirt figures in the case. It 


was found in Clarksburg woods, but 
the officers have not been able to work 
it well into the case. A witness has 
said it very much resembles one he 
saw Kins wear at work.

Torpedoes and Cays of Increased 
Nol»o Power—Ilow tbe Set Piece* 
Are Designed. 
About this time of year the provident 


small boy, such as one reads about In 
Improving tracts, eaves up his cents 
with a view to providing himself with 
materials for the Fourth of July, saya 
the New York Sun. 
Simultaneously 


the fireworks dealer lays In a stock of 
peace and quiet chatterers with a view 
to securing the aforesaid cents of the 
small boy. In time the glorious Fourth 
comes along, and In spite of the many 
good people who persistently prophesy 
the near approach of the millennium 
when we shall celebrate that occasion 
•with nothing more noisy than Ice 
cream and the pastoral picnic there la 
the same old slambaug time in the Chi- 
nese fashion that has characterized 
former years, and the midnight sky is 
filled with fizzly creations of living fire. 


Prophecies were In order last year, 


naturally, that after the war fever had 
died down the celebration of Independ- 
ence day would lapse. 
The outlook 


doesn't bear this out 
Although the 


war fever has subsided and there Is no 
evidence that it is a factor this year, 
the demand is as great as ever before, 
and this year's Fourth will be as big as 
any other year's and probably bigger. 
All the fireworks dealers report a 
steady and lively demand extending to 
all classes of the trade. 
There are j 


more big orders this year than ever be- \ 
fore—that is, orders ranging from $500 
to $5,000, being mostly for municipal 
celebrations or from citizens' commit- 
tees having in charge public demon- 
strations. Then, too, the big seaside 
and mountain resorts have their own 
celebrations which serve to advertise 
them, and the fashion Is on the in- 
crease of having Fourth of July dis- 
plays at pVlvate country houses. These ! 
hotel and private house displays run 
from $150 to $1,000. 


To the small boy, who, after all, Is 


the person to be chiefly considered In 
the matter, the humble but expressive 
firecracker is the sine qua nou. At the 
risk of spreading devastating grief 
among the juvenile population it must 
be stated that this year's crop of fire- 
crackers is an inferior one. It !s not 
the fault of the Chinese. 
Thev are 


turning out as good an article as before 
and at the same price despite the rav- 
ages of Dosers and the unsettled condi- 
tion of politics in the empire. But this 
country is,:,'t getting the benefit of it 
All the good brands are going to Eng- 
land q,nd oti.or parts of the world 
where there is -ao duty. Here the duty, 
which is by weight, has been increas- 
ed, and the result is that to keep to the 
old price the dealers have ordered 
their crackers reduced about 50 per 
cent in weight 
This means half as 


much paper, half as much powder and, 
ead to say, only half as much noise to 
the cracker. But it's got to be endur- 
ed, because with all our mechanical In- 
genuity over here we can't turn out 
this kind of explosive as cheaply as the 
Chinese, who do the work by band and 
collect wages of a few cents a day for 
it 
Tbe skeptical regard the magnifi- 


cent gold and red decorations on the 
outside of the packages as a fallacious 
trademark like "made In Germany" to 
delude the people into believing that a 
home product comes across the seas 
from China, but it is the all too wise 
skeptics who are deluded, for the glit- 
tering covers are the real thing, and 
there are no American productions of 
this kind on the market except the big- 
gest giant crackers. 


Close 'after the firecracker as a noise 


producer come the paper cap and the 
torpedo. 
A few firms have on hand 


this year a cap so big that It spits 
eparks to an extent quite terrifying 
and when placed in a cap exploding 
cane is likely to blow the cane upward 
through the front teeth of the unwary 
operator unless he holds It very tightly. 
These are regarded with ill favor, how- 
ever. As for the torpedoes, they are 
harmless, even the biggest of them, ex- 
cept in bulk. The largest and moat-em- 
phatic toy torpedo made is the cat scat 
and is not built for ornamental pur- 
poses alone, but ia designed, as its 
name signifies, to enhance the slum- 
bers of such as are beset by the siren 
song of the nocturnal back fence ten- 
ant 
Even this article does no harm. 


It Is all sound and fury, signifying 
nothing. 


In the set pieces there Is a great di- 


Terslty'of design. Generally the city 
or the citizens' committee having the 
show In charge suggests the designs 
to be produced. It sends photographs 
of "Our Mayor" or "The City's Hero" 
or "Squedunk's Favorite Son," and an 
expert is put at work turning the hon- 
ored person's lineaments Into lines of 
living radiance. Glory of this flaming 
order may cost at the rate of $100 a 
minute or more. Of course Washington 
and Lincoln are always In demand, 
and the designers have got their faces 
down so fine that they are always rec- 
ognizable. In the matter of the favor- 
ite sons and honored mayors, however, 
It Is commonly judged advisable to 
have a title In fiery letters, which Is 
affixed without extra charge and pre- 
cludes the possibility of embarrassing 
errors. 


As for other set pieces, the big firms 


keep a special designer at work for 
weeks before the Fourth turning out 
new designs, and If he Is a first class 
man he may turn out four or five good 
designs a week. For this kind of work 
I generous salary Is paid. The design- 
er draws his designs to scale, blocked 
out in small squares. As soon as the 
design Is finished the colors for each 
light are marked on It and it goes to 
the factory, where skilled workmen 
build a frame. 
This frame is exam- 


ined and approved by the designer and 
Is scut back for the setters to fill up 
wltb tbe fireworks. AH this work must 
be done with extreme care, for an error 
In the nature of the explosives may 
mean loss of Ijtfo. That there are so 
few accidents rt)^ that nearly all of 
them are duo to careless, inexperienced

Cricket Versus Baaeball. 


Life is more strenuous in. America 


than in England, and this is shown in 
the sports of the two nations. Take 
the the game of football as an illustra- 
tion. In the American college game 
the tackling is lower, harder and surer 
than in the English game. The backs 
hit the line as one man, like a batter- 
ing ram. Every yard gained or lost is 
of great importance. Year by year the 
game grows more complicated, more 
fierce, and more perfect mechanically. 
It is getting to be like a fine piece of 
machinery in the harmony of the sev- 
eral parts. In England they play the 
game more loosely, much as their fa- 
thers did before them. Cricket and 
baseball are the national games of the 
respective countries, and nowhere do 
national characteristics appear more in 
evidence. Cricket is an all day, lei- 
surely, social event; baseball Is an hour 
of wild excitement. The English game 
cultivates the amenities of life, and 
courtesy is a canon of the game. Base- 
ball keeps tbe nerves too near the edge 
to leave much room for the inter- 
change of fellowship and good will to- 
ward the opposing team.—Self Culture.

Alexander Grant and David King, 


arrested Saturday afternoon charged 
with the murder of Henry F. Reed and 
Blanch M. Reed, as told in Transcript's 
extra edition, were arraigned in court 
this morning before 
Judge 
Phelps. 


Each man was charger! with two mur- 
ders, and each pleaded not guilty. The 
cases were continued till Friday, July 
6, when the hearings will be held. 
Lawyer Clarence P. Niles appeared for 
Grant, and King had no lawyer. 


Since the arrest of these men Satur- 


day for the crime committed on the 
morning of August 7, 1897, interest in 
the event and its- probable outcome has 
been intense in the city, and the court 
room was crowded this morning to see 
the men arraigned. The crowd began 
to gather about the court room doors 
as early at S.30, and when the doors 
were opened there was a rush for the 
interior. Only -as many as could be 
seated, were allowed to enter, and an 
officer was stationed at the door to 
keep the crowd out. A very large pro- 
portion of those who tried to gain ad- 
mission were unable to do so, and re- 
mained about the doors. 
, 


Court 
began 
more promptly than 


usual, and the other cases were quick- 
ly disp*sed of. The two- men were 
brought into the court room separately, 
the officers not wishing to allow them 
any chance of communication. They are 
kept in separate parts of the station, 
and have not seen each other sjnce the 
arrests were made. 


ITIeu Arraigned Separately 


King was brought into the court 


room first by Captain Jones. King had 
no attorney, and rose when his name 
was called, to answer to the charges 
read by Clerk Cady, charging him with 
the murder of Henry F. Reed and of 
Blanch M. Reed. King's stolid expres- 
sion did not change as the charge was 
read, and he pleaded not guilty to both 
in a deep toned voice that could be 
heard with difficulty. 


There followed a brief discussion as 


to the time to which the case should 
be continued, Lawyer Couch, who ap- 
peared for the commonwealth, asking 
for the full extent of the time allowed. 
A'f-.r s-ome discussion King was told to 
feli:"1, and asked whether he would 
co:: .-cut to have the case continued till 
July 6. He gave his assent in a. mon- 
asyilable, and the case was continued 
to that date. 


Continued more Titan 10 Days 


The rule is that without the consent 


of the defendant a healing- can 
be 


postponed for not more than 10 days. 
Ten days would b.-ing the hearing on 
July 5. This, hov, ever, is the clay after 
the fourth, when as said in the court 
room, the court would be well supplied 


1 with minor c-ases, and as the hearing 


is expected to take at least two full 
days, it was thought best to continue 
it to t" 
% following morning. King did 


not show any interest in this part of 
the discussion, and when his case was 
settled, he was taken from the court 
room to his cell by Captain Jones. On 
the way out, King recognized several 
men in the spectators' seats, and nod- 
ed to them. 


Defense Ready Today 


Grant was then brought in. His ap- 


pearance caused even more interest 
than that of King, as he is better 
known. Lawyer Niles held a brief con- 
ference with him, and then waived the 
reading of the charges', entering a plea 
of not guilty. Grant was called on to 
ris,e and enter his own plea, however, 
although the chai-ges were not read in 
full. 
On entering the court room 


Grant showed considerable amusement 
at the man next him in the dock, who 
was suffering from the effects of a fight 
and was in bad shape. 


Mr. Niles then addressed the court, 


saying that in a case of such a kind, 
where a man who since the time of the 
crime had been living- a auiet, orderly 
life, was arrested nearly three years 
after the crime was committed, he was 
entitled to a speedy hearing, in addition 
to the right of any man to have his 
case disi> ised of as soon as possible. 


He said that tho defense was readv 


for a hearing today, although he sup- 
posed the commonwealth would not 
be prepared, but that in any case the 
dpfense was ready at any time, and 
asked for the hearing- at the earliest 
possible moment. 


Lawyer Couch answered this, sayine 


that there were many witnesses to be 
summoned from other places and from 
other states and that the common- 
wealth could not be ready in less than 
10 days. 
He therefore asked for a 


continuance til! July 5, and said that 
then, although 
the commonwealth 


would try to be ready, it might be 
necessary to ask for a further con- 
timlanre. The hearing of both cases 
together was suggested, and as there 
was no objection made, it was decTded 
to continue Grant's case to the same 
day as King's, July 6. 


Grant stood, and the case was there- 


fore continued till July 6. 


Ho]>t In Lornl I'olloo Station 


Tho question of where the men shooild 
be kept while waiting for the hearing 
waa brought up. Lawyer Niles asked 
that Grant bo kept at the local staUnn 
aa In preparing for the hearing it 
would bo much more convenient for 
both him and Grant to have the latter 
hi the city. Tho court therefore or- 
dered that both King- and Grant be 
kfpt In tho local rjolico station. The 
Judge asked about tlu> wifely of 
tho 


lock-up, a/id Chief Uinnecn replied 


that it was safe for the keeping of the 
men. 


Men Kept Far Apart 


As mentioned above, the two men 


are kept in separate parts of the build- 
ing and have not been allowed to see 
each other even when &-Ar\z into court. 


Grant is confined in one of {ne cells 


in the cell room on the first floor. 
This is the room in which drunks and 
ordinary offenders are placed, it beins 
customary to allow SUUH the freedom 
of the corriodr. It is probable that 
while Grant is there, however, thev 
will V>e placed in the cells and kept from 
talikng- with him. 


King- is in one of the cells in the 


steel room on the second fluor, nearly 
over Grant. Both men will remain in 
the cells they now occupy until the 
lime of hearing. 


Pa»*ad Quiet Sunday 


Both men passed a very auiet Sun- 


day, seeing very few people. No one 
was allowed to see them, ndt even 
newspaper men, unless they were sent 
for by either Grant or King1. It was 
announced this morning- that no one 
would be allowed to see either men at 
all, unless sent for and with the per- 
mission of the lawyers for the prose- 
cution and defense. 


During Sunday afternoon the officer 


in charge of fne Salvation army called 
at the station and asked if she mi^ht 
see and pray with the men. 
Grant 


was at that time busy with his lawyer. 
King was asked if he wanted to see 
the representative at the army,. He 
said he did not care, and she was there- 
fore allowed to see him. She stayed 
only a few moments, and left some 
tracts. 


Lawyer Nile* for Grant 


During the afternoon Grant sent for 


Clarence P. Niles, and placed the case 
in his handa King did not send for 
any lawyer, but it is not improbable 
that both will have the same defense. 
Mr. Niles will in all probability conduct 
the defense for Grant at least through- 
out the trial, although it is expected 
that when the case reaches the superior 
court the, court will be asked to as- 
sign counsel. 
In this case it is be- 


lieved that Grant will ask that Mr. 
Niles be assigned, and the court will 
probably comply with the request. 


Mr. Niles would of course not 
at- 


tempt to conduct the defense alone, es- 
pecially if he has both cases, but who 
would be associated with him is as yet 
unknown, and he will probably con- 
duct the defense at the hearing alone. 


This will not be the first murder case 


in which Mr. Niles has appeared for 
the defense, having successfully con- 
ducted the< the defense of a murder 
case in Vermont some years ago. 


Mr. Niles held several short con- 


ferences with Grant yesterday and to- 
day, but had little to say in regard to 
the line of defense this morning. He 
krrew nothing more about the case than 
what he had seen in the newspapers 
when he was called in., although he has 
known Grant for some time. He in- 
structed Grant not to speak in. regard 
to the case. 


Grant Protest* Innocence 


Mr. Niles said this forning that Grant 


was taking the affair as- easily as could 
be expected of a man under the cir- 
cumstances, and that he had evinced 
no nervousness. Grant was confident 
that his innocence would be shown, and 


s chief anxiety was for his wife, to 


whom a child was- born fast Thursday. 


Giant had been called before the in- 


qi.est several times, and had always 
told a straight story and shown every 
desire to aid the officers by telling 
all that he knew i.n regard to the case. 
In the evidence that he had given be- 
fore the inquest he had told a story 
that left no room for s-uspicion of him, 
and he had always been ready at the 
call of i he officers to do what he could. 


When tbe Reed estate was being set- 


tled Grant came forward as soon as he 
knew that Mr. Niles was the counsel 
for the administrator and settled his 
affairs with it. 


Trying to Force Confession 


The fact that the prosecution is short 


of evidence, Mr. Niles said, was shown 
in the persistency of the efforts of the 
prosecution in following King with of- 
fers of freedom and other considera- 
tions to secure from him statements 
that would incriminate Grant. Mr. 
Niles claimed that the prosecution had 
done all that it could to secure such a 
•jonfe&s-ion from King, but that he had 
maintained the same story he had told 
at the inquest. 


Wh.- r. Grant was told of these efforts, 


he said to Mr. Niles.that he was not 
afraia. since King could s-ay nothing 
tnat would convict, unless he lied. 
King could therefore do him no harm, 
and ne did not worry over the efforts 
of the prosecution. 


nay Go to Grand .Tiirr Direct 


An effort will be made to have the 


case taken to- the grand Jury directly 
in case it is found impossible to have 
the hearing on the date set. The grand 
Jury sits the second Monday in July, 
and if a further continuance of the 
hearing were necessary, it \\ould bring 
it beyond the session, of the srrand 
jury. 


It is possible to do this, without 


having the case sent from the lower 
court, and in case the grand Jury 
returned an indictment, It Is probable 
that there would be- no hearing- in the 
local court. 


Lawyer Niles said this. afternoon, 


when the possibility of this was undor 
discussion, that it would ncvisr CD over 
a he-firing horo without tho warmest 
kind of a fi<rht from him. He be- 
lieves that the prosecution Is unwilling 


to have a hearing- in the local court for 
fear that the men will not be held, and 
he intends to have the hearing before 
te Ideal court if It is a possible thinr. 


Lawyer Nile* Indignant 


Lawyer Niles, In speaking about tbe 


efforts of the prosecution to obtain a 
confession from King, was indignant, 
as well as In regard to the effort which 
he claimed was bein<r made to avoid 
a hearing in the local court. He claim- 
ed that every inducement had been 
offered to King, and that the weakness 1 
of the commonwealth's case was shown ! 
in this as well as In the fear of bavins 
a hearing in the lower court. 


The Search of Grant*' Home 


Ths only event of much interest in 


connection with the case Sunday was 
the 
searching of Grant's house in 


Ci'.iksburg. This was done by State 
OfU-or Dunham and Chief Dinneen, in 
the hope that something might be found 
which would add to the case, in the 
way cf articles which might have come 
from the Reed house. 


After the search, however, the offi- 


cers gave out that they found nothing- 
of importance, although they took from 
the house s-ome things. 


One thing that they found was of 


some- interest, it being a door plate 
having the name "Alexander Keith, 
baker." 


The fact that Grant's real name is 


Keith was told in the Transcript's ex- 
tra Saturday. This is proved by the 
statements of Gran/s mother in Scot- 
land, but the finding of this nameplate 
was a confirmation of this fact that 
was of interest. 


Mrs. 
Grant's Brave message 


Mrs. Grant is staying in the Grant 


house, and is cared for by a trained 
nurse, who with a doctor was- sent to 
the house by Officer Dunham when the 
news of the arrest of her husband and 
King was told to her. 
She took the 


news easily, not 
appearing 
greatly 


surprised, and it is probable that s-he 
and her husband had talked over the 
possibility of the arrests. 


A child was born to Mr. and Grant 
iast week, and she was- unable to see 
her husband. She sent him several 
messages by the officers, telling him to 
feeep up courage, and that all would 
come out right in the end. 


Talk ofCollectlon for Mr*. Grant 


The neighbors about the house have 


been most attentive, and have offered 
to do all that they can for her,- in the 
way of keeping the f-arm running. 


There has also been considerable talk 


of starting a subscription paper for 
Mrs. Grant, as it is known that she has 
not much with which to keep herself 
and family while her ftusband is con- 
fined in jail. It is probable that such 
a paper if started would meet with a 
very ready response, as there are few 
who would be unwilling to contribute. 


JTlen Took Arrest Coolly 


Grant 
and 
King, when arrested, 


showed little surprise, being cool an* 
collected and having little to say. As 
told in the Transcript's extra, King 
was arrested by Chief Dinneen in the 
court room at the close of Saturday's 
session of the inquest. Grant had been 
allowed to go earlier in the afternoon, 
and when King was arrested, Captain 
Jones was sent out to arrest Grant. 
Grant was found on Marshall street, 
and readily accompanied the captain to 
the station, where he was locked up at 
once. 


What Officer* are Dolnz 


State Officer Dunham will remain in 


this city for a day or so, but while he 
will be working on ^e case to secure 
evidence and get the case in shape for 
the hearing, he will no- oe in this cit;- 
all the time. State Officer Frederick 
A. Rhodes came on from Boston last 
evening and he will be here until the 
time of the hearing, working on the 


ise. 
There are a large number of wit- 


nesses to be summoned for the hearing, 
about 25 or 30 in all. Some of these 
come from other states, and while thev 
cannot be compelled to come to this 
state to testify, the prosecution feels 
confident that all will uume. 


Mrs. Mary Lfclntosh of Newport, R. 


I., came to the city late Saturday af- 
ternoon, and will appeac as a witness 
for the prosecution, to show the in- 
fluence which Grant had over Kin^:. 
She was engaged to be married to King 
in. Newport.—.The engagement 
was 


broken off a short time before the date 
for the wedding, and she claims it was 
due to the influence of the Grants, who 
threw susipicion on her character In or- 
der to break off the affair. 


She has been married once, and was 


accompanied by her young boy. 


The Clrcnni»tantlal Cnso 


Considerable has been printed in out 


of towns papers purporting to be the 
evidence asrainst the men who are in 
custody and if the evident conclusion 
of the writers was arrived at the pub- 
lic would be believing- that the men 
under arrest are guilty beyond doubt. 
The case against Grant and Kins is 
purely circumstantial and is largely 
made up of tracing- the men to the 
premises and connecting them with the 
place about the time that the murder 
was committed. To understand the 
case of the officers it is necessary to 
know the defense of the men. 


The Stoiy ofGraut ond Kins: 


Grant and King testify that thev 


were at home all the evening before, 
that is on Friday evening. Their story 
is substantially as follows: 


Grant was on the Reed premises that 


afternoon and 
left 
..here about 
3 


o'clock. He -u«ok his horse out of the 
barn and soon started for home. 
He-
